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THE COTTONSEED OIL OUTLOOK. 


The crushing season has now ad- 
vanced sufficiently to warrant an es- 
timation as to the probable results of 
the year’s business. We have re- 
ceived reports from various sections 
of the South and these, while showing 
some differences in the conditions ob- 
taining in the different sections, ad- 
mit of a review of the general situa- 
tion and estimate of the general out- 
look, Early in the season the com- 
rh eeaten for seed caused high prices 
to be paid and the planters marketed 
a larger proportion than usual. Not 
only the higher prices prompted them 
to this course, but the lower price of 
cotton and the fact that seed is a cash 
article whose eale enabled them to se- 
cure ready money and store their cot- 
ton with the hope that by holding the 
staple higher prices would later be 
realized therefor. The result of this 
course was that the oil mills received 
larger quantities of seed than they 
had reason to expect on the basis of 
the estimated cotton crop. The 
crushing season, however, promises 
to be shorter than usual, although the 
amount of oii produced will probably 
be greater than last year by reason of 
the larger number of mills in opera- 
tion, the crushing capacity having in- 
creased largely by the erection of new 
mills during the past year. The com 
petition for seed early in the season 
and the high prices offered therefor 
were prompted by the high prices 
prevailing for lard, the hog crop dur- 
ing the preceding year having been 
light, and consequently there had 
been alarge demand for oil at good 
prices from manufacturers of com- 
pound lard. The mills, as a whole, 
secured the bulk of their seed 
at high prices, prices which were 
scarcely warranted by the market 
value of the products, and while the 
prices now being paid for seed are 
based on the present market value of 
the oil, the fact remains that the prin- 


..20] clpal supply was secured at high fig- 


ures, only a part of the product of 
which has been marketed. Thelower 
prices now being paid for seed also 
tend to check the receipts, planters 
in many cases preferring to utilize 
the seed in some other way than ac- 
cept what they regard less than the 
value of their reserve seed. Thus it 
is that the mills will this year prob- 
ably cease crushing earlier than 
usual, As to the condition of the 
seed and the quality of the product 
there are no unusual conditions, al- 
though in some sections it is claimed 
that the production of oil per ton of 
seed is less than in previous years by 
reason of the condition of the seed 
caused by the drought which pre- 
vailed during the growing season, 
This, also, is a feature which had not 
been expected and which reduces the 
estimated returns from the seed pur- 
chased, most of which, as already 
shown, was secured at prices not war- 
ranted by the very high prices ruling 
for oil early in the season, even 
though the seed had been normally 
rich in oil. 

From the foregoing review of the 
seed situation it will be inferred that 
the prospects for a favorable year to 
the mills are very discouraging. But 
there are other factors to be consid- 
ered, and these, so far from imparting 
some encouragement, show the situa- 
tion of the mills to be still more serious 
and the outlook of the oil business 
very unsatisfactory. The price of oil 
at present makes it about. the cheap- 
est grease available for the soap 
kettle, and large quantities have been 
disposed of for this purpose; but the 
mills cannot hope for much increase 
in price, as all other greases are low 
and likely to remain so, The demand 
for this purpose, therefore, cannot be 
expected to increase unlegg the price 
temains pear its present yoremynera- 


tive level, and there is little prospect 
that the stocks of oil will be relieved 
by this outlet. The price of lard, as 
the reader is aware,compared with that 
during the previous year, is low, and 
the prospects appear to favor the ex- 
pectation of still lower prices, as is 
evidenced by the current market quo- 
tations, lard for late January and May 
delivery being quoted lower than 
prompt delivery. This means that 
the consumption of pure lard may be 
expected to increase and the con- 
sumption of compound lard decrease 
correspondingly. The principal out- 
let for cottonseed oil of late years 
has been for the manufacture of com- 
pound lard, and a restriction of this 
is a eerious matter. With a de- 
creased outlet, large production, an 
unusually large amount still held by 
the mills atthe South, and the most 
of this made from high-priced seed, 
the outlook for the crushers must be 
regarded as discouraging. It is 
thought that manyof the smaller 
mills will suffer severely, as their 
necessities will compel them to 
market their oil irrespective of mar- 
ket values, and this will tend to pre- 
vent the success of any effort on the 
part of the larger concerns to force 
bigherprices by combinations or oth- 
er manipulative measures. It appears 
that some of the crushers at the 
South entertain the belief that the 
bad state of affairs was deliberately 
planned and brought about by the 
dominant companies, with a view to 
crippling their smaller competitors, 
but while the results of the year’s 
business may check the establish- 
ment of outside mills, the situation 
was brought about by circumstances 
that could not have been foreseen or 
averted and the larger concerns are 
doubtless the greatest sufferers. 

On another page we print letters 
from various sections of the South 
giving the views of the writere on the 
situation as seen from their stand- 
point. The writers of these letters 
are representative men whose opin- 
ions are based on facts, and who are 
in a position to know the exact con- 


ditions in their respective sections.

THE PAST YEAR IN DRUGS. 


The most notable features connected 
with the market for drugs during the 
past year are to be found in the gen- 
eral stability of values and the com- 
paratively few business disasters that 
overtook the trade. These facts, when 
viewed in the light of the almost un- 
precedented financial and commercial 
depression of the year, furnish cause 
for congratulation and hope. When 
the year was ushered in, pros- 
perity seemed assured for another 
twelve months, but the promising 
conditions then prevailing soon gave 
place to adverse influences and the 
results attained, while fairly satisfac- 
tory under all the circumstances 
bearing on the situation, have not 
shown the v gor and volume that 
were anticipated. In point of steady 
prices, however, the year contrasted 
favorably with any of its immediate 
predecessors. 

As if in anticipation of the business 
convulsions for which the year was 
distinguished, drug men commenced 
early preparations to meet the crisis, 
and by a consistent course of pru- 
dence the trade was preserved in a 
heaithy state during the period of 
danger. Buying was conducted 
on conservative lines, a watch- 
ful scrutiny of credits was con- 
stantly maintained, economy in 
every expenditure was practiced and 
the spirit of speculation was scarcely 
tolerated. By these timely and saga- 
cious methods every critical point 
was safely passed,.and the trade con- 
tinues firmly established on a solid 
fouadation, fully prepared to adjust 
jtgelf to any pew conditions that may

arise and to take due advantage of‘all 
favorable opportunities. The fluc- 
tuations in values during the year 
were not radical in any of the articles 
in the drug list, and the tendency of 
@ majority of the leading goods was 
toward full prices. In the opium mar- 
ket the absence of an important de- 
mand during the greater part of 1893 
detracted from the firmness which 
values would undoubtedly have other- 
wise displayed and this comment is 
also applicable to morphia. Quinine 
Maintained an almost unbroken atti- 
tude of strength throughout, in con- 
sequence, principally of concerted ac- 
tion among the manufacturers to up- 
hold prices, and quotations closed ex- 
ceeding firm, Shellac enjoyed a good 
statistical position, but the limited 
consumption resulting from the shut- 
ting down of so many factories pre- 
vented an important rise in prices, 
though a gain in that respect was 
made, Elsewhere in this issue we 
give additional facts and figures rela- 
tive to the drug market for 1893, and 
now reiterat hat .despite its many 

rafeqments the 


soda is a streak dn8 “at present, the 
stocks being light; but as supplies 
now come forward more or less regu- 
larly by steamer, there is no proba- 
bility of actual scarcity. The stocks 
on the opening of the year amounted 
to only 40,000 bags, against 60,000 bags 
& year ago, and as the average 
monthly consumption is about 60,000 
bags, it will be seen that the supply is 
very light. There was loading on the 
close of last year for United States 
ports 59,000 bags. There are:due to 
arrive in January 40,000 bags, in Feb- 
ruary 657,000 bags, in March 26,000 
bags, in April 77,000 bags, making the 
total visible supply to Miity 1st 240,- 
000 bags, or just about enough to 
meet ordinary current requirements, 
If the demand should be up to the 
average the market would, therefore, 
be bare of stock on the opening of 
summer, but the requirements of 
buyers have been affected, as have 
all lines of trade, and it is probable, 
therefore, that the close of May will 
find supplies in store. Under condi. 
tions that prevailed in former years 
the present statistical situation would 
warrant the expectation of higher 
prices, but no important change is 
looked for, though the situation at 
the source of supply or here may 
change, and a positive prediction is 
out of the question. 

The consumption of this article in 
the United States has been one of in- 
creased growth,as is shown by the an- 
nual importations. Thus we find that 
in 1888 there was imported 477,587 
bags; in 1889, 499,944 bags; in 1890, 
688,083 bags; in 1891, 652,474 bags; in 
1892, 668,30 bags, and in 1893, 789,888 
bags. It will be noticed that although 
the imports last year exceeded those 
of either of the threa preceding years 
by over 100,000 bags, it was nearly all 
consumed, and we may assume that 
the yearly requirements have now 
reached about 750,000 bags, while pre- 
vious to 1890 they did not exceed 500,- 
000 bags, showing an increase in con- 
sumption of fully fifty per cent. in 
three years.

THE DECLINE IN VERMILION. 
The sharp decline in the price of 
quicksilver vermilion, the outgrowth 
of the meeting held by the associated 
manufacturers in this city last week, 
occasioned considerable surprise. al- 
though there was a strong impression 
pervading trade circles that such a 
decline was warranted, The sudden 
and decided break in the prive of 
quicksilver, due to the utter demorali- 
zation of the Oalifornia market, is 
solely accountable for the issuance of 
the revised prices of its pigment pro- 
duct, 

For some time past a@ break in the 
price of quicksilver has been looked 
for, the heavy supplies consequent 
upon the closing down of so many 
silver mines, and the utter impossi- 
bility of marketing the metal at 
values then ruling, caused outside 
speculators to offer their holdings at 
a price conéiderably under the com- 
bination schedule, As such methods 
were bound to result disastrously to

This increased 
production of oil, coupled with the 
decreased demand has made the pres- 
dect for the outcome of the business 
not very flattering. It serves to show, 
however, that it is necessary for the 
cil mill interest to eliminate, as far 
as possible from that business, that 
element of speculation that will always 
exist when high priced seed prevail. 
Many of the smail mills bought seed 
because the large ones did so, not re- 
lying upon their own judgment but 
upon that of those whom they thought 
had more experience, but whose judg- 
has proven as fallacious as the inex- 
pe'ienced one. The present season 
aiso demonstrates the impracticability 
of any combination making the busi- 
ness unprofitable to its competiton 
without making it extremely so for 
themselves. This has been regarded 
as the chief reason for the recent pre- 
vailing high prices for raw material 
although others think that the see 

were bought by the Trust and others 
with the expectation of a high oil 
market. In either case they cer- 
tainly are the largest sufferers, 
While high prices for cotton seed 
have reduced the refits of well 
conducted mille, they have not placed 
them in a position in which they 
must necessarily lose money, nor do 
we think any conditions of this sort 
can be brought about to hurt serious- 
ly &@ properly managed independent 
mill. The utmost that could be 
done would be to ciose them at an 
excessive loss to the competition. 
The high prices, however, have in 
some instances, worked to the disad- 
vantage and probable loss of many of 
the miilsof the State of inexperienced 
manugement, and if the Trust have 
been gunuing for game of that sort, 
they have met with some little suc- 
cess, but at a cost that certainly has 
not been commensurate with the re- 


sults, 

We think that the future will bring 
about 4 more conservative policy that 
will be to the advantage of the gen- 
eral business, 

We do not regard the outlook for 
the present season as one of profit, 
and to those who pin their faith on 
apy materialiy higher prices, we 
think to them will come disappoint- 
ment. The trade conditions of the 
country generally do not justify high 
prices for any of the necessities, and 
the unsettled condition of things does 
not admit of an accumulation of 
stocks in the hands of consumers, 
who seem to be making the produc- 
ers hold for their wants, We regard 
the prospects similar to that in 
other lines with the chances of no ma- 
terial change either way, perhaps for 
some time to come. 


The following letter is from the 
central part of Texas and gives the 
views of the writer fully: 


In reply to your inquiries will say 
that the 'exas crush of seed will noc 
be as much as last year, with all the 
new milis and high price of seed to 
be considered, Again we find the 
seed very dry, owing to the drouth 
with us this season, and the seed will 
not yield as much oil per ton by from 
three to five gallons as last season, 
and there is no question of doubt in 
my mind but what Texas will fall 
short from 1,00U,000 to 1,600,000 gal- 
lons less than last season. As to the 
quality of the oil, will say that owing 
to the number of new mills and the 
inexperience of parties running them, 
and the natural poorness of the seed, 
the oil will not be as good as last sea- 
son. When seed is very dry it re- 
quires more experience in crushing 
and cooking the meal than when less 
dry. Consequently if care is not 
taken in cooking the tendency is to 
scorch the meal, and this gives the 
oil a scorched taste and smell, I un- 
derstand there is a good deal of this 
kind of oil. There is some seed still 
to market, but unless sold soon will 
not be used by the miils but will be 
fed to cattle, as the mills will not buy 
seed and carry over to another sea- 
son as the quality and hard money 
matters will prevent. I look for very 
few mills to be running in February, 
and most of these will be small miils 
of small eg capacity. We 
have three mills in this place with 
a crushing capacity of 260 tons 

er day, and by the 16th of 
5 anuary all will be shut down for the 
want of seed, and will not be in the 
market for seed, The total crush of 


cons, and they get their supply locally 
and from the territory of other mills, 
and I do not know of any mill in the 
State that will crush anything lixe 
their crush of last season. Take one 
prominent mill; on acrush last season 
of-19,000 tons of seed they will fall short 
10,000 tons or over. Take the four 
mills at Houston; they will fall short 
26,000 to 36,000. tons of the three mills 
there last season. It is this wav all 
over the State. The argument thatis 
used by those who wish to makea 
large crush in the State—that the 
number of new mills built this season 
and in operation has divided the seed 
up, is false, While it has been the 
case to some extent, itis not the proper 
construction to put on the crush 
for this reason as there are other 
vital cauees and I will name a few. 
The feeding of cattle has became 
quite a business here; the mills early 
in the season made contracts to find 
or to furnish hulls and meal; this has 
forced the unlucky feeder or the 
owners of cattle who have been get- 
ting huils to carry their stock 
through the winter to enter the 
seed murket aud pay high prices for 
seed as it is losseither way. Cattle 
will starve if not fed, and the drouth 
has caused the country to be bare of 
grass and other roughness. I know 
personally of cattlemen who bought 
seed at high prices to try and ex- 
chapge seed for hulls and meal and 
others who had from 60 to 15) tons of 
seed who would say have no seed to 
sell or exchange, as we can carry our 
stock through the winter. f the 

rass had beeao good like last season 
the crush would have equalled or ex- 
celled last season even with a much 
shorter cotton crop, but the cotton 
and seed both are about marketed in 
this section of the state and the seed 
has been rushed on the market and 
sold and cotton held back, but when 
cotton prices began to go down the 
cotton was rushed on the market and 
I think you will find while there is 
some cotton and some seed yet to be 
marketed you will also tind that the 
country uever before had as little to 
offer for sale as now, this is my hon. 
est opinian from all T can gather, and 
I feel that future cotton receipts will 
verify them. Ithink cotton and oil 
good property if held until February 
or March. The tightness of money 
matters has forced eales below their 
value. Small mills of small storage 
capacity were forced to sell on ac- 
count of money matters. Large mills 
of large storage capacity were also 
forced to put oil on the market and 
the consequence is that the market 
has been glutted with offers of sales 
and when theconsumers of oil later 
on want oil they will find it in the 
hands of those who will demand the 
value, It lo asifcotton oil, cat- 
tle, hogs, etc. were down to panic 
prices. Still we do not see any 
cheaper prices when we go to buy 
these praducts. We find lard and 
bacon quoted low, but retailed at 
13@14c here and elsewhere. Who is 
reapiug the benefits? We don’t think 
the middie man or the merchant is, 
as competition at home would force 
cheaper prices. 

The following is from Mississippi 
and shows the situation there tobe 
very unfavorable :— 

Replying to your favor in reference 
to the present outlook for cottonseed 
products, will say that the receipts of 
seed up to the present time are very 
much in excess of what they were this 
time last year, but while last season 
the price of seed opened up low, it 
was away up this season and remained 
that way until about the Ist inst. The 
financial distress among the cotton 
planters, both white and colored, has 
brought seed to the market faster 
than was ever known before, because 
it isthe only article on which they 
can realize cash money. From re 
ports coming to us from all directions 
where we are buying seed there is 
very little seed lefc to sell. The gin- 
ning is about all done, and what little 
there is left to gin will not affect the 
market very much. It ie therefore 
our belief, and we base it upon facts, 
that the crushing this scason will not 
be any larger than it was last year. 
And it would not surprise us at all to 
see the receipts of seed turn out 
shorter than they were last year, be- 
cause the price to-day is so much 
lower than it was last year. The 
crushing will not be at all profitabie 
for the miils this season, as they are 
all, more or less, loaded up with high- 
priced seed, upon which they will 
lose money at present prices for pro- 
ducts. It will take right smart im- 
provement in the oil and meal mar- 
ket in order to enable the mills to 
make their crushing expenses. As 
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ee 


the prices are to.day, and have been 
for the last month or go, all mills are 
doing a losing business, and the more 
seed a mill has to crush the greater 
will be its loss 


The following letter is also from 
Mississippi, and throws some addi- 
tional light on the situation in that 
State: 


Replying to your favor, I beg to say 
Iam as much in the dark as every- 
body else seems to be as to the future 
of cottonseed oil products. From all 
the information I have I should judge 
that at least there ought not to 
any further decline, and that the 
chances ate more in favor of an ad- 
vance, Itis true a good many of the 
mills wh» are able to do so are hold- 
ing their production of oil; at the 
same time, there can be no doubt in 
the mind of any one living in the 
South here that the seed crop is now 
virtually marketed. If the prices had 
stayed up, or if there was any chance 
of an advance in price in future, it 
might bring out a good deal more 
seed; but as it is, the conditions are 
just the reverse of what they were this 
time last year, and my opinion is that 
very little more seed will come in. 
This will, at least, have ita effect; but 
still, as you are well aware, the future 
depends moreuponlard. My impres- 
sion is, however, that the mills will 
lose nothing by holding, even if they 
don’t make anyihing, 


The following letter is also from 
Mississippi, but each of the letters 
from this State are from different sec- 
tions :— 


Replying to your favor I will say 
that upto the present time we have 
received and crushed about the 
same number of tons of seed as 
we had same time last year, but from 
this time forward we cannot see our 
way to get more than half as much 
us we did last year from this time cn. 
The receipts have fallen off abso- 
lutely, and to do not count up the 
yearly quantity. The crops are all 
harvested and marketed. We have 
made no off oil this year and don’t 
expect to. 


The next letter presents the case as 
seen by an intelligent oil man in 
North Oarolina: 


Replying to your letter, we beg 
to advise that from our standpoint, 
we do not consider the outlook in 
our business at all encouraging at 
this time, as the prices of all pro- 
ducts of cottonseed has a down- 
ward tendency, and .with demands 
for same limited, we are not,expect- 
ing much business in the near future, 

Our seed receipts are 3t this date 
nearly 1,000 tons under 1teceipts up to 
same time last year, and upona whole 
we expect to crush about two-thirds 
of the tonnage of last year, during 
this season ; and while we are not re- 
alizingas much for our products as 
last year, we expect this seasons busi- 
ness upon a whole to be fairly profit- 
able, and generally satisfactory. 

The mills generally,in the two Oaro- 
lians and Georgia, have worked har- 
moniously together. and have been 
able to maintain the price of seed at 
uniform figures, which will give a 
fair profit in the operation of our 
mills, even with the low yields of oil 
and low prices for all products as at 
present prevailing. his concert of 
action of the different mills in fixin 
and malotaiving a fair value for seed, 
will produce incalcuable benefits for 
the industry in this section for years 
to come, and the wisdom of this policy 
is now becoming fully appreciated. 

With us there has been but very 
little off oil produced, and upon a 
whole, we consider our production for 
this season very fair in quality, how- 
ever, later in the seasou, we expect 
to produce some inferior oil from the 
late, or frosted seed. 


The next letter is from Georgia, and 
is no more encouraging than the 


others: 

In reply to your inquiry on the sub- 
ject of oil, beg to say that we have no 
oil market at this point, and look al- 
most entirely to New York. 

The supply of seed is about equal to 
the-same time last year, but, as the 
tendency of the oil market now seems 
downward instead of up, as last sea- 
son, it is, of course, out of the ques- 
tion to expect as large supplies of 
seed. 

The season has by no means been 
so good as last on account of the dif- 
ference in the oil market. 

Last year oves7Gune we bought was 
enhanced in value. his year there 
has been a constant tendency down- 
ward.

Making Aniline Lakes 


BY GEORGE H. HURST, F.CS. 
The coal tar colors, on account of 
their great varieties of hues, their 
prilliancy and their strong coloring 
power have long attracted the atten- 
tion of the lake maker for the pur- 
pose of making pigment colors for 
use by the painter and decorator and 
many.such pigments has come largely 
into use and made for themselves a 
notable position among pigments 
during the past few years. Vermil- 
lionettes, royal reds. imperial red, 
post offiee red, emerald tint greens, 
alizarine reds are all forms these new 
pigment colors. The knowledge of 
the manufacture of these colors has 
gown up in a diletante and rule of 
umb sort of way among color 
makers, very little has been written 
about them and some of that is not 
of much use to the practical color 
maker. Orookes in his “Handbook 
of Dyeing’ gives the following pro- 
cess, “dissolve in % kilo of 95 per 
cent. alcohol, 10 grams of copal and 
1 gram of magenta, filter and add dry 
starch to form @ uniform mass, diy 
and powder. Other aniline colors 
may be used in place of the magenta.”’ 
This is a type of some processes of an 
impractical kind that find their way 
somehow into our text books. A pig- 
ment color should possess one prop- 
erty that of being insoluble io :most 
if not all solvents but a so-called lake 
color made on the plan given above 
would not possess this property al- 
most any solvent being able to ex- 
tract the coloring matter from it 
Perkin,the original discoverer of coal 
tar colors, also turned his attention 
to this subject and patented in 1862 a 
——_ of preparing pigment lakes 
y precipitating such dyes as were 
then known by means of arsenite of 
alumina, but is obvious that the pres- 


- ence of the arsenic would be a ma- 


terial objection to the use of such 
7. 
essrs Roberts, Dale & Oo., were 
large makers of pigments in Man- 
chester and at one time turned their 
attention to the making of coal tar 
colors, some of the first ones to be 
made were discovered at their works, 
They prepare aniline lakes by mak- 
ing a decoction of fustic, catechu or 
uercitron, peonpeens this decoc- 
on with tin and alumina and then 
mixing this precipitate with tin or 
alumina and then mixing this ~~ 
cipitate with a solution of the aniline 
color as long asthe latter was taken 
up. Thus @ maroon can be made 
from 100 gallons of quercitron bark 
liquor of 12° Twaddeil, mixing this 
with 100 gallons of water, adding one 
—_ of tin perchloride of 140° Twad- 
ell and after draining off the precip- 
itate mixingit with 8 lbs of aniline 
ted. Bysubstituting other dyes for 
the aniline red other pigment colors 
can be made, Without knowing it 
the makers have described a really 
scientific process for transforming 
the aniline colors into lake pigments. 
Lakes are pigments made from nat- 
ural organic coloring matters, such 
as cochineal, Brazil wood, logwood, 
Lima wood, fustic, Persian berries, 
etc , by making decoctions of there 
bodies so that the coloring peed 
which is in them may be dissolved 
out by the water which is used to pre 
the decoction, to this solution a solu- 
tion of a metallic salt such 
as alum, tin chloride, etc., is 
added when the metallic base 
combines with the coloring principle 
and forms an insoluble colored body, 
h® required color lake. The color- 





ing priuciples in these natural color- 
ing matters are generally of an acid 
character, and will therefore combine 
with a metallic oxide or base; and if 
the heavier metals are employed, 
such as tin. iron, lead, antimony, al- 
umina or chrome, an insoluble com- 
pound is obtained which may be used 
as a pigment, 

Now all the coal tar colors contain 
essential coloring principles united, 
some with a base, others with an acid 
body. Like the natural products they 
will unite with a metallic oxide, etc., 
and form insoluble bodies which may 
be used as pigments. In this way 
can be prepared the so-called aniline 
lakes. When a coal tar color has 
been precipitated by any means, a 
true color lake is formed, which is 
perfectly analogous in all respects to 
the old lakes made from the natural 
dyestuffs. Such lakes are not very 
suitable for use as pigments on a 
large scale; they possess great color- 
ing or staining power and brilliance 
of color, but they lack body or cover- 
ing power and, moreover, would be 
expensive. To get over the difficulty 
of oe and to bring the cost down to 
the point at which they may be used 
for painting, it is customary to add 
to them ina way which will be de 
scribed later on, some white pigment 
which will possess the body they are 
lacking. Such bodies as barytes, 
gypsum and china clay are eminently 
suitable for this purpose, while in 
some cases colored pigments have 
been used with a similar object. 
These bcdies are by lake makers gen- 
erally known as the base. 

A pigment made from a coal tar 
color is formed by the union of three 
bodies: 1st, the base; 2d, the precipi- 
tating agent; 3d, the coal tar color. 

The Buse.—The base is a most im 

ortant part of a coal tar pigment 

ake, and much of the value and use- 
fulness of it depends upon the em- 
ployment of a proper base in its man- 
ufacture. The base should be quite 
neutral and inert in all its properties, 
Some bodies which are valuable as 
pigments by themselves are not ser- 
viceable as a base for this class of 

igments on account of their possess- 
ng some action on the coloring mat- 
ter. The base, too, should have great 
covering power or body. Bases which 
may be used with some success are 
barytes, lead sulphate, gypsum, zinc 
white and china clay. 

Barytes is the most common base. 
The natural varieties are good, but 
are atill far from perfect for this class 
of pigments. The artificial variety, 
blanc fixe, is far better; in fact the 
best lake pigments are made on a 
base of barium sulphate precipitated 
at the same time as the coloring mat- 
ter and therefore in intimate union 
with it, but such lakes are more costly 
to make than Jakes made with the 
natural barytes. Gypsum, the natu- 
ral calcium sulphate, is in some re 
spects a better base than barytes, al- 
though it has not the same amount 
of covering power. Ohina clay forms 
an excellent base; care, however, has 
to be taken in its use or the lake pig- 
ments made from it are apt to havea 
chalky appearance. eight for 
weight, barytes gives the deepest col- 
ored lakes; pypaum comes next and 
then china clay, the relative propor- 
tions being: Ohina clay 1, gypsum 
1%, barytes 2%; that is, 1 lb. of china 
clay will go as faras 1% Ib. of gyp- 
sum or 2% lbs. of barytes in making 
a lake ofagiven shade. Zinc oxide 


may be used as @ base; the only ob- 
jection to it is its cost.

Necessarily the precipitant 
used will vary with the character of 
the coloting matter which is being 
employed and this point will be best 
dealt with in aes the colorin 
matters themselves. It will be su 
ficient to add that it is advisable al- 
ways to use the best quality of these 
precipitants that con be bought. 

The Ooloring Matter.—The, coal tar 
colors are now a very numerous body 
of chemical compounds and their 
number increases daily. The number 


known to color chemists must run 
into thousands, while those which 
have been found to have some techni 
cal value as dyestuffs numbers many 
hundreds, this is not the time or place 
to enter into a disquisition as to the 
chemistry of this subject, those who 
wish to know more had best refer to 
G. H. Hurst’s Dictionary of the Coal 
Tar Colors, which contains a descrip- 
tion of all that are in use up to the 
date of publication. For present pur- 
poses it will be sufficient to say that 
the coal tar colors may be divided into 
four groups, some of which are capable 
of being further subdivided. 

ist Group. Basic Coal Tar Colors.— 
This group comprises some of the 


earliest known dyestuffs of this class, 
such as magenta, greens, violets, 
blue, etc. Their characteristic is 
that the coloring principal they con 
tain is of a very complex character 
and possesses basic functions due to 
their containing the group of chem- 
ical atoms NH, known as amidogen. 
The actual color basis are usually 
colorless and it is only when they be- 
come combined with acids that they 
develop any color at all, thus the base, 
rosaniline, of magenta, is when pure 
quite colorless, when it unites with 
hydrochloric acid it becomes of a 
strong crimson color and then forms 
acommercialdyestuffmagenta These 
dyes have the property of forming ia- 


soluble color lakes with tannic acid 
and picric acid and some other weak 
acids. It is this property which gives 
them their value as dyestuffs and for 
making pigment colors. A great var- 
iety of colored lakes may be prepared 
by their means which will be found of 
great service by the paper stainer. 
They are, asa rule, of no use to a 
painter inasmuch as they when mixed 
with linseed oil seem to retard the 
drying of the paintto a very consider-. 
able extent, this property seems to 
reside in the tannic acid which is 
used to make the color lake and not 
in the actual coloring matter used. 
They give brilliant coiors, but these:

This group may be subdivided into 
three divisions. A the nitro colors. 
B sulpho acids of basic colors, O the 
eosiues, 

The nitro colors which includes 
such bodies as picric acid, napthol 
yellow, aurantio, ete., are of very little 
use for the preparation of pigments, 
as noue of them form sufficiently in. 
soluble bodies with either acid or 
metallic oxides. 

Sulpoo Acids of Basis Dyestuffs,— 
This is a valuable ciass of dyestuffs 
and comprises such dyes as acid mag. 
enta, acid violet, soluble blue, acid 
green, acid mauve, etc, They are ob 
tained by treating the basic dyes with 
strong or fuming sulphuric acid when 
they become what is called sulphon- 
ated, they take up the so-called sul- 
pho group HSO, into their molecule 
which gives them the property of be- 
ing able to dye wool and eilk from an 
acid bath. In the case of tne blues it 
makes them eoluble in water, where. 
as the basic erosaniline blues are not 
soluble iu water as is also the case 
with the base of the indulines and 
nigrosixes, This class of dyestuffs 
can be precipitated in some cases by 
by means cf barium chloride, lead 
acetate or ulumina sulpbate, the base 
of these salts combines with the sul- 
pho group to form an insoluble body 
and this forms the color lake, 
some cases the addition of tannic acid 
causes « partial precipitation of the 
color, this is due to the presence of 
ami‘o groups in the color along with 
the sulpbo groups, to effect complete 
piecipitation of such colors it is 
necessary not only to employ tannic 
acid, but some galt like barium chlor- 
ide or alumina sulphate, similarly it 
often happens that the metallic salt 
of itself will not completely precipi- 
tate the color, owing to the fact that 
the amido groups which the color 
may contain not being affected by the 
salt, but on adding tannic acid com- 
plete precipitation will occur. 

The Eosines.—This class of color 
matters are prepared from fluore- 
ecein by treatment with chlorine, 
bromine, iodine or nitric acid in cer 
tain special ways so as to form conm- 
pounds of fluorescein with those 
bodies and then as these are some 
what acid improperties neutralizing 
them with potassium or sodium t 
form the commercial eosine, They 
are exceedingly bright colors and 
have been found very useful in the 
preparation of artificial vermilions

—N.N.—which is known as the azo 
— and which serves as a bind- 
ng group between the two othe: 
groups of atoms on the nature of 
which depends the color and dyeing 
power of the dyestuffs. This group 
of nitrogen atoms may occur once 
when what are known as non-azo 
colors are obtained, or twice, when 
the products are known as non azo 
colors are obtained, or twice, wher 
the products are known as dis-azo or 
tetra-azo dyes according to the char- 
acter of the remaining conatituents of 
the dyes. Oolors containing three 
groups are known and are Galled tri 
azo dyes, the croceines are examples 
of this group. The dyes as they are 
sold in the market are usually the al 
kaline salts of sulpho acids of the 
coloring ener. they are therefore 
of an acid character and to oe 
tate then require some metallic salt 
such as lead acetate, barium chloride, 
etc , to precipitate them as lakes. All 
azo colors are not available for use 
as lake makers, there is one large 
class generally known of the tetraze 
dyes of which Congo red, chrysamine, 
titan scarlet, diamine red are types, 
these have the property of dyeing 
cotton direct without the aid of a 


mordant. They are serviceable for 
this pata: ve purpose although they 
can be precipita by salts because 


their color is very injuriously affected 
by such salts, Congo red for instance 
while it dyes a very bright scarlet on 
cotton gives a dirty brickish red pre- 
cipitate with alum or lead acetate, 
chrysamine produces a dirty olive 
yellow or brown lakes, which are very 
unserviceable for the particular ob- 
jectin vlew.

6. Oolors Precipitated by Barium 
Chloride. — Scarlet BB, ponceau, 
orange G, orange LV, fast scarlet 3R, 
acid mauve B, claret red B, yellow N, 
croceine oranges and scarlets, silk 
scarlet, fast red T, Victoria blue B, 
citronine A, azo yellow, Indian yellow 
fast red A scarlet 8, scarlet 2R, scar- 
let 2RJ, Napthol yellow 8, orchiol 
brown B. Barium chlorideis by far 
the best precipitant to use wherever 
it is available. 

These lists do not pretend to be 
complete, there are many other colors 
which can be precipitated by one or 
other of the salts, etc., named above. 

The lake pigments made with lead 
acetate, alumina sulphate and barium 
chloride are very good ones, asa rule, 
and work well with either oil or water 
and may be used in oil painting of all 
kinds, in paper staining or in calico 
printing. 

The process of making the so- called 
aniline lakes is by no means a diffi- 
cult matter. The dyestuff is dissolved 
in a suitable quantity of water, care 
being taken to have plenty; into this 
solution the base which is used is 
stirred in so as to get a uniform mix- 
ture, free from lumps of any kind; 
then any other salt may be added, 
best previously dissolved in water. 
Lastly, the precipitant dissolved in 
plenty of water is run in; the lake al- 
most immediately precipitates out. 
It is allowed to settle, the clear top 
liquor run off, fresh water run in to 
wash the color; this, after the color 
has again settled out, is run off. The 
remainder of the mass is thrown on a 
filter to drain and then dried at as 
low temperature as possible. It is 
best to make the pigments at a tem- 
perature of from 180° F. to 190° F., as 
the heat promotes the union of the 
color and precipitant. 

he information given above will 
suffice to enable color makers to pre- 
pare these lake pigments from any 
coal tar colors they can buy, buta few 
practical recipes will be given with 
some notes thereon, which will be 
found of service as indicating the 
proportions of dyestuffs, etc., which 
are required in the preparation of 
such lakes, 


VERMILIONETTES AND ROYAL REDS, 


These bodies are prepared from eo- 
sines and are precipitated by lead 
acetate, although some makers use 
alumina sulphate. The lead com- 
pound, however, makes the best pro- 
ducts and those which resist exnosure 
to light and air best. Vermilionettes 
were originally made on a mixed base 
of barytes and orange lead, but often 
the latter is omitted. Royal reds are 
goneeeay made on a base of orange 

ead. There are many varieties of 
eosines made, but roughly they may 
be divided into those which give rose 
red shades and those which give 
bluish red shades, of these the first 
kind gre the best results in making 
vermillionettes and royal reds, the 

are oe distinguished as eosine 

oreosine J. There is a great deal of 
difference in the quality of what 
should nominally be the same eosine 
as made by different makers, some 
are much purer than others and color 
makers are recommended to obtain 
the purest they can. In precipitating 
these colors it is not advisable to use 
too much lead acetate as that leads to 
waste and the washing operation is 
prolonged, itis not possible here to 
indicate the exact quantity of lead

Malakin. 


This is a new substance for which 
antipyretic and antirheumatic proper- 
ties are claimed. Malakin, which is 
allied to phenacetin, is tne salicyl de. 
rivative of paraphenetidin. It occurs 
in the form of small, light yellow 
needles, which melt at a temperature 
of 197°6 F. Malakin is insoluble in 
water, slightly soluble in cold, and 
moderately soluble in hot alcohol, 
Mineral acids, such as hydrochloric 
acid, even ini in 3,000 dilution, de- 
compose it, salivyl-aldehyde and 
paraphenetidin being formed. The 
urine gives the salicy! reaction with- 
in twenty minutes of the ingestion of 
the drug. 

Its action is that of salicylie acid, 
the salicyl aldehyde being changed 
into salicylic acid in the tissues. The 
usual siogle dose is 1 gram, the 
amount given in a day varying from 
4to6 grams. Owing to its insolu- 
bility in water, the drug has generally 
been given in wafers, but to children 
or patients who could not swallow 
wafers it was given in plum or apple 
jelly. Theoniy complaint made by 
patients was that the drug sometimes 
— eructations, having a peculiar 
odor. 

The harmlessness of the remedy, 
especially as regards the circulatory 
system, having previously been tested 
in guinea pigs, it was tried by A. 
Jaquet in seventy-four cases, includ: 
ing fourteen of acute rheumatism, 
thirteen of enteric fever, seven of 
croupous pneumonia, nineteen of tu- 
berculosis in different stages, seven 
of erysipelas, two of scarlatina and 
twelve of neuralgia and headache, 

In the rheumatic cases, several of 
which were of severe type, the effect 
was uniformly good; iu the febrile 
cases the fall of temperature was 
gradual and not excessive, the lowest 
point being reached in three to four 
hours; there was no perspiration or 
collapse, and the effect lasted a con- 
siderable time. In the case of neu- 
ralgia the effect showed itself only 
after one or two hours, and in severe 
cases the pain was not completely re- 
lieved. The drug in such cases is less 
efficacious than ng ome 

The following are Jaquet’s conclu: 
sions: Malakin is a valuable and trust 
worthy remedy in acute articular 
rheumatism, its use being unattended 
with unpleasant secondary effects 
He believes that the salicylic acid in 
the nascent state derived from mal& 
kin is effective against the rheumatle 
poison in smaller doses than when the 
acid is given in the ordinary way. 
The slowness and evenness of its 
antipyretic action make it especially 
valuable in the case of children aD 

weakly patients. It may be given for 
a long time in cases of neuralgia an 
habitual headache without injury.— 
British Medical Journal,

BaTURDAY EVENING. Jan. 6, 1894, 

There was avery dull tone in all 
branches of the animal and fish oil 
market, with business confined to 
hand to-mouth trading. The market, 
which is usually quiet at this season 
of the year, is exceptionally so at this 
time, with little prospect of any early 
restoration of activity. Lard oil is in 
good request, cottonseed oil firmer in 
all positions, linseed steadier and co- 
coanut Poe strength under an 
invigorated demand. The fish oils 
are very dull and quiet, as are the 
mineral lubricants. 

Vegetable Olle. 

Linseed.—_While there has been 
quite a dropin the price of seed at 
Chicago, spot being quoted at $1 34 
and May at $1 38, with small sales 
thereat, so far it has had no percept- 
ible effect on the price of oil, crush- 
ers still maintaining the same at 47c, 
To test the market here one large 
buyer offered 45c for any. part of 
1,000 or 2,000 barrels, without finding 
takers. In the West the price 
ranges from 44@46c, It was re. 
ported that a mill in Ohio had 
offered 600 bbls at 43c f.0.b. leas 12% for 
cash,without bringing out any coun- 
ter offers from buyers. There is the 
usual jobbing demand for spot goods, 
but oiders from large consumers are 
few, fiom the fact that they are all 
supplied with oil purchased previous 
to the advance. 

Cottonseed, Crude.--There is a de- 
cided improvement in the demand for 
choice oil, but the light receipts and 
the indispositiop on the part of mills 
to reduce their holdings restricts 
trade, Several large orders at 26@ 
27c loose, as to location of mills, have 
been turned down to await further 
developments in the. market for 
lard and its compounds, To-day 
it was reported that an order 
for 1,000 bbls loose at mills had 
been accepted at 27%c for Western 
consumption. While small lots of 
strictly choice crude readily bring 
29%@3v0c, to place a round lot it is 
doubtful if over 29c could be obtained. 
The sales comprise 120 bbls at 29c, 50 
bbls at 29c, 75 bbls at 29%c and 100 
bbls of strictly choice at 30c; also 100 
bbls of off crude at 26%c, and 100 bbls 
choice at 30c. 

Refined.---The high prices demanded 
for soap gieases and the light stecks 
available have turoed the attention of 
soap makers to off grades of cotton- 
seed oil. There is no question but 
thata large trade could be done in 
off summer yellow, not only for the 
soap kettle but for export, at 30@8l1c. 
The trouble is, however, to get the 
oil. What little stock there is 
available on the spot is held at 34c, 
with small sales at 324%@33c, Summer 
yellow is beginning to develop more 
life and less inclination is sbown on 
the part of the sellers to release their 
holdings at 34c, at which alarge block 
of o!l could be placed for January and 
February delivery, The only sale 
of importance’ reported is one 
of 4,000 bbls at 3lc loose at 
mills for the West There has 
been some inquiry for butter oil for 
export. an offer of 36%c being de- 
elined for 500 bbls, though 37c would 
have been accepted.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


SatTurpar Noon, Jan. 6, 1894 
The holidays being over the habit 
ues of the Exchange began the new 
year with hupes that 1894 would 
develop some improvement over its 
predecessor, but the first week has 
not shown any change for the better. 
Traders have gathered about the bull 
ring and discussed the situation, but, 
beyond an occasional bid or offer, 
that is about all, nothing worthy of 
the name of business being accom- 
plished, The situation in the field is 
regarded as somewhat threatening to 
the hopes of those who desire further 
appreciation in speculative values, 
the monthly field report having 
shcwn ap inciease in new pro 
duction, and the reports since 
the opening of the year show a 
new well to have been struck which 
is claimed to be equal to the Grubbs 
well. The latter, by the way, is sup 
to indicate a new pool and un- 
til the extent of this has n defined 
operators will remain somewhat ap- 
prehensive, although it is not believed 
it can rove exeéeptionaily im- 
portant. The statistical situation 
resen's nothing new, the year clos 
ng with the producers running their 
oil into the pipe lines as closely as 
possible, which brought up the aver- 
age runs somewhat higher than was 
expected and may reduce the esti- 
mates that had been made as to 
the probable shrinkage of stocks, 
The transactions auring the past 
week show an increase over those of 
the previous week, the sales footing 
up 2,000 bbis against 0,000 bbis for 
the - @ week. The clearances 
of the local exchange amounted to 
64,00C bbls nst 0,000 bbis dur- 
ing the p ing week, The total 
clearances reported for the Oil City ex- 
Change amounted to 180,000 bbis, 
against 278,000 bbis for preceding 
week. The highest price of the week 
was. recorded on Tuesday, when 8vUc 
was reached, The lowest point of 
the week was 79c,and was touched 
on Friday. The opening price last 
Tuesday was 8vc, and the close this 
noon was at 79c, showing a loss of 
lc as a result of the week's trading, 
while the extreme range of fluctua- 
tions for the week was 1c.

REFINED AND PRODUOTS. 


The export demand for refined has 
not felt the usual depression incident 
to the first week in the new year, the 
requirements of Continental buyers 
being such that there must be a 
steady movement of oil from this 
side to prevent stocks abroad from 
becoming depleted. The total en- 
gagements during the past week foot 
up about 176,000 bbls, nearly all of 
which was for shipment in bulk, Al 
though the speculative market for 
crude certificates has ruled higher, 
there has been no advance in refined, 
nor have the shippers anticipated 
later requirements io expectativo of 
an advance, they having about come 
to the couclusion that an advance in 
crude does not necessarily entail a 
change in refined. The price of 
bareled oil has remained pominally 
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unchanged at 5'l5c for New York 
loading and at 5'10c for Philadelphia 
loading. Bulk oil has also been 
ateady at 2°65c here and at 2°60c at 
Philadelphia. The principal foreign 
markets are higher. To-dav’s qv’ ta 
tions by cable were: Antwerp, 12%@ 
124%f: Bremen, 4°86m; London, 3% 11, 
and Liverpool, 8{%@3%d. Freight 
rates are steady at 1s 6d@is 9d 
hence to London, and 1s 6d@2s 9d 
to Continental ports, as to port 
and vessel. Home trade lots have 
been in active request and are 
firm on the basis of 7%@7%c for 
150° water white, and Western at 7% 
@7xe. 

Ouses for export have been in light 
request, and sales of over 20,000 are 
reported, The price for plain tops 
has been steady at 6°26c. Freight 
rates are steady. The nomi- 
nal rates for large vessels are: For 
Java, 18@18c; Japan, 19@2vc; Yoko- 
hama, %2@23c; Calcutta, 15@17c; 
Bombay, 16@17c; Rangoon, 16@17c; 
Singapore, 19@20c; Hong Kong, 18@ 
19c, and zor Shanghae, 23@24c; Pe- 
nang, 19@20c. 

Crude for export has been in fair 
request, and sales of over 30,000 bbis 
are reported.

FIELD REPORT. 


From the monthly report of field 

operations, compiled by the scouts of 
the Oil City Derrick, we make the fol 
lowing extracts: In the vicinity of 
Primrose and Midway, the southeast 
extreme of the McDonald fleid, some 
fairly good Gordon and fifth sand 
walls were discovered and it is in this 
portion of the field that operations at 
this time were most active. Since the 
advance of the market, a few lease- 
holders on the interior or older parts 
of the field, have gone back and are 
drilliug a few wells on locations that 
were overlooked in the rush, when 
g''shers were the rule. The production 
of the McDonald field last year did not 
decline in the same ratio with that of 
the pending year. On January 1, 1892, 
the pruductioh of the fleld was esti 
mated at 37,500 bb!s_ For the 29th of 
December, of 'he-same year, it was 
estimated at 18.uUU bbls a day, or less 
thao half as much as tweive months 
previous. The past year, on the cor- 
responding dy in December, the pro 
duction cf the tield was estimated at 
12,uuu bbls, ur a decline in its output 
iu twelve months of only about one 
third over the year before, In the 
entire field there are 1,0:7 producing 
wells at thia time, that is, wells that 
have not been abandoned. More than 
260 have been abaudoned and puiled 
out, On the 29th of December the Phil 
udelpnia company, while prospecting 
fur gas on the 8. H. Grubbs farm, 
nurtueast of Sewickley, in Ohio town- 
sh:p, developed a gusner in the third 
sand. When a few feet in the sand a 
heavy g48 pressure and a guod show 
of oil wasdeveluped. Itcaused great 
excitement at the time, but withina 
week had lost both gas pressure and 
oil, It was then drillea a little deeper 
aud at ouce began to flow at the rate 
of 7uv bbis an hour, ‘The excitement 
was renewed and increased as the 
well Continued to put out the fluid, 
The absence of available territury 
with an advancing market, created 
& great demand and in a short 
time the territory for miies ino 
every direciion was uuder lease 
and no time was lost in getting 
ready to begin an active winter cam- 
paigo with tne drill. The decline of 
the Grubbs well was g.adual and at 
the end of two and one half weeks 
was down to 13 bbis an hour, A smell 
shot was then administered, sending 
the production upto more than luv 
bbls an hour, The extent and dimen- 
sions of the pool to be developed by 
this venture remain for the druil aloiae 
to determine, The size of the well 
and its staying qualities would lead 
to the conclusion that theie is a Ccon- 
siderable quantity of oil in that local- 
ity. Previous test wells preclude the 
possibility of the new field covering a 
large acreage. 

lo Sutier county territory the 
Brownsdale field has stood alone as 
the stellar attraction except for a lit- 
tie development near North Washing- 
ton, The discovery of a third sand 
weil early in the year on the Campbel§ 
farm, east of the Brownedale field, 


caused something of a flurry, and 
Butler operators for a time were jubi- 
lant over what was thought to be the 
discovery of anew and prolific third 
sand pool. Some went so far as 
to say that a new rival for 
the old Thorn Oreek field was 
waiting to be punctured by the drill 
Subsequent experimental tests proved 
dismal failures, and the same can be 
said of all ‘other efforts to find new 
pools. In the absence of new territory 
the sturdy Butler operator, encour 
aged by the advance in the market, 
has turned his attention to the old 
wells that stood idle through the 
period of depression, and will make a 
determined effort to once more start 
them to producing. 


The West Virginia territory played 
a conspicuous part in the history of 
tne —_ year in field developments. 
In the early months there was an exo 
dus to that country that carried with 
it many of the old time operators, 
who regarded that State as thecoming 
Mecca for oil men. The previous 
year saw therise of the Sistcorsville 
fleld, and it was thought the 
producing territory had been fully 
defined, and attention was direct 
ed to the interior, Vast blocks of 
territory were leased in Doddridge, 
Wetzel, Taylor and Ritchie counties. 
Never had there been in the history 
of the State such a general effort to 
open up new territory. In Ritchie 
and Doddridge counties it was the 
most noticeable. As the months ad- 
vanced these experimental test wells 
began to make their appearance and 
by the middle of tbe year the fleld haa 
been abandoned in disgust. Scores of 
wells had beendrilled and all told the 
same rg! of disappointed hopes, 
Early in June, however, a new and 
startling discovery was made south of 
Mannington that might be very prop 
erly called the sensation of the year 
in ali fields. Operotors had not looked 
deeper than the “Big Injun”’ sand up 
to that time, for another oil-bearin 
formation.- In the month mentioned, 
Burt & Co. drilled an old producer 
on the Burt farm to the Gordon and 
found a paying well at that level. 
The Flaggy Meadow Vil and Gas 
Company was not slow to take 
the cue from the discoveries made on 
the Burt farm, and drilled one of its 
oid wells on the Straight farm to the 
Gordon, and was rewarded with a 
good producer. The enormous depth 
(from 2,800 to 3,30u feet) at which the 
Gordon formation was encountered, 
and the frightful expense ($10,000), 
coupled with low priced oil, dis 
couraged the operator with only a 
moderate bank account, A company 
of on capitalists under the 
name of the Delmar Oil Company, was 
organized and at once began active 
operations. 
was completed in June there has been 
= to the present time fifty wells com 
pleted in that territory. Of the en- 
tire number ten were either dry or so 
light as to preclude the possibility of 
their ever paying anything on the in- 
vestment. Enough large wells were 
struck to stimulate the search. The 
South Penn Oil Oo.’s No. 2 on the 
James Tetrick farm was one of the 
larges: producers in the field and 
had arecord of 3,000 barrels a day. 
To the east side of the 45 degree line 
the wells, with very few exceptions, 
although large at first, declined very 
rapidly, those to the center and to the 
west showing better slaying qualities. 
This tetritory, despite the great out 
lay of money required to operate it. 
forsome months was to be dreaded, 
for no one knew its possible extent 
or dimensions. Within the past 
three months much of its threat- 
ening attitude has been removed 
Following out the southwest line, 
the South Penn company’s well 
on the D. Orim farm was drilled 
through the sand and. found no oil. 
Approaching the west from develop 
mepts, either light or dry wells have 
been the rule. Operatiuns are atill 
quite active in and around Manning 
ton, but the fleld is less to be feared 
than six munths ago. Sistersville, at 
oue time regarded with go little favor 
by experienced operators, has for the 
past year held the banner both as to 
production and operations in the 
southwest, ‘Lhe lines of develop- 
ment have been extended to the 
south, southwest, east and north- 
west. In the two last named direc- 
tions operations are at this time most 
active, A year ago there was in all 
60 wells drilling or starting in Sisters- 
ville territory, and about the same 
number are under way at the present 
time Several times during the year 
pew field threatened to collapse, but

Some of the products shown by this 
company at tde Exposition are the 
large and fine display of candles.such 
as would have delighted the heart 
of Charles Lamb, and a stearine bust 
of the famous scientist Chevreul, 
whose researches added so much to 
our knowledge of this product, Other 
exhibits are of glycerine chemically 
pure, and soaps of infinite variety. 
Busts of Columbus and President 
Piexoto, of Brazil, in stearine are also 
shown. The material chiefly used 
was domestic and River Plata tallow, 
but palm oil of African origin is also 
empioyed. The factory, it is said, 
can use daily 6,000 kilograms of fat 
and tallow, 
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and manufacturer the following table 
of results obtained by this firm b 
calcareous saponification without dis; 
tillation may be of interest. The 
table is copied from the catalogue:

By the mixed process of aaponifica- 
tion, followed by acidification and 
distillation, the results were as fol- 
lows:

It may be added that by destruc- 
tive distillation stearine yields oily 
and fatty hydro-carbono acetic acid, 
acrolein, margaric acid, etc. By 
heating stearic acid, also, with gly- 
cerine, in closed vessels, Berthelot 
succeeded in obtaining artificial 
stearine containing one, two, or thres 
equivalents of stearic acid 
united with glycerine. 


As to the manufacture 
of candles. also,the visitor 
to this exhibit may learn 
much from the examina- 
tion of the machinery 
which es the firm, 
polished, beautiful can- 
dles which are in such 
striking contrast to the 
greasy, limp tallow dip, 
which was all that acandle 
meant to our forefathers, 
The plant of thefirm at 
Rio de Janeiro consists 
of more than a dozen work 
shops, each of of which is 
connected with the manu- 
facture of stearine pro- 
ducts. The process of 
making a candle by the 
machinery of this firm is a 
much more complex oper- 
ation than that of the old 
time, which consisted sim- 
ply of filling the molds, iu 
which a wick was inserted 
with molten tallow and 
beeswax, and then allow- 
ing the tallow to solidify 
under the action of cold. 


In no other country of 
the world is there a pbet- 
ter fleld for the special 
work of this firm than in 
Brazil and in South Amer- 
ica generally. The vast 
herds of cattle that roam 
the grassy plains of the 
interior furnishin exahus- 
tible supplies of raw ma- 
terial, and the inventions 
of modern machinists 
and the researches of the 
laboratory combine to pro-

That without abundant resti'ution, 
it is simply a question cf time until all 
goils must become practically exhaust- 
ed, our own short American exper 
jence amply teaches. A century ago 
the farmers about Albany and New 
York, produced thirty to forty bushels 
of wheat, where their success"rs now 
obtain only ten or twelve. A recent 
correspondence with agricultural au- 
thorities throughout the new central 
states and those lying to the west of 
them. has clearly demoostrated how 
comparatively soon the necessity for 
using commercial manures occurs 
even in our briefly occupied and orig. 
inally fertile central territory. A 
western state will indignantly reply 
to a question as to the condition of 
the commercial manure _ tride 
within its borders, with the 
statement that so great is its fertility 
that absolutely no restitution to its 
fields is required. Its neighbor to 
the east admits the use of stable 
manure as a supplement to the orig- 
inal fertility, at least for some crops, 
Yet to the eastward, and there come 
vague reports of artificial manures 
being used, if only in small quanti- 
ties. But as soon as the north and 
gouth line is reached which divides 
our population into the eastern and 
western halves, statistics of con- 
sumption become attainable, and their 
testimony proves an ever increasing 
trade in these commodities. 


The fertilizer industry stands no 
longer on the defensive ; except in ig- 
norant communities, its tone is no 
longer apologetic. Its mission is 
noble, if simple, viz. to make two 
ears of corn where there is now only 
one and soon there may be none, Its 
functions are to provide an adequate 
supply of food for man, animal and 
plant: to enable the farmec to carry 
out the old saying, ‘‘Feed your land 
and it will feed you.”’ Its importance 
must be weighed not only by its ac 
tual achievements, but by the effects 
of its absence. A signal proof of its 
necessity, lies in its stupendous de 
velopment during the past twenty 
five years. Nostatesman can afford 
to underrate ite influence or antago- 
nize ite activity. since they serve to 
invigorate agriculture, whether for 
the direct support of animal life or 
for the production of money crops, 
thus enhancing the value of lands

was increasing the result was that 
this water, on re entering the still, 
immediately burst into steam, and 
was capable of doing mischief from 
the sudden pressure exerted on the 
plant. To get over this I introduced 
a@ piece of apparatus between the 
lower end of the condenser and the 
entrance to the still, which acted asa 
water trap. This water trap caught 
all the condensed material from the 
coudenser. and, as water is heavier 
than oil, it accordingly sank to the 
bottom. The overflow of oil from the 
surface returned to the still perfectly 
free from water, and during the re- 
mainder of the distillation there was 
no possibility of further trouble or 
anxiety on account of water in the 
still. This trap is fitted with a cock 
at the bottom of it, and when you 
turn it on and find oil present you 
may rest assured that no water is 
there to be dealt with. Soinetimes it 
happens that water is present in the oil 
tanks from which the oil is barreled, 
and if the tank is well run down some 
water may have got into the barrels 
among the oil unperceived. In this 
way water may find its wayinto a 
still when being charged from the 
barrels or tank, but with the arrange- 
ment I have here mentioned no harm 
can result from its presence in any 
form of apparatus for the manufac- 
ture of oil gas. 





In the form of apparatus I have 
adopted I get the benefit of a com- 
bination of the three methods of 
cracking oils I have already brought 
before you, Of course, you will under- 
stand thatthe conversion of oil into 


gas is nothing more than “‘oil crack- 
ing’’ carried to the extreme, There 
is the re distillation and condenga- 
tion, as shown by the condenser coil 
in connection with the still. Then I. 
get the back pressnre on the still 
from the weight on the gas-holders, 
which enforces distillation under 
pressure; and then I have the direct 
action of radiant heat in the super- 
heater. 


In the form of superheater I am 
using at present I have a number of 
discs with holes punched over the one 
half of each disc, and the edges of the 
discs are vandyked or niched. These 
discs are fitted on to an iron rod at 
regular intervals from each other. 
The end disc has its holes downwards, 
the next one has its holes upwards; 
and so on to the end, thus giving the 
ga3 a zig zag travel, and making it 
come in closer contact with the radi- 
ant superheater. My reason for giv- 
ing the gas this kind of zig zag travel 
is to insure an uniform quality of gas 
being made. If you merely pass the 
gas through to the superheater direct, 
then the portion of it whichis nearest 
the sides of the vessel is decomposed 
the most, The central portion is of a 
heavier nature, and I am strongly 
under tbe impression that this me- 
chanical mixture of the molecules (if 
I may use such an expression) is one 
great cause why some makes of oil 
gas smoke go badly when being con- 
sumed in the burners. If the hydro- 
carbon molecules are of an uniform 
character, then you will have a gas 
which will give satisfactory results 
on being consumed. I am quite 
aware that a proper size of burner 
should be employed for burning very 
rich gases; but what I mean to con- 
vey is this, that using two makes of 
oil gas and consuming them side by 
side under the same conditions in 
every respect as to burners, pressure, 
etc., you will find that the gas which 
has been the result of uniform decom- 
position will give more satisfactory 
results than the gas which is not so 
uniform in its composition, being 
more @ mechanical mixture of its 
component parts than achemical one. 
Oil gas of uniform composition blends 
immediately with coal gas, and, I be- 
lieve, has no tendency to layering in 
large holders, and, accordingly, you 
should have no variation of illumina- 
ting value from different heights of 
the gas holder.

The diminished exportation and In- 
creased importation during 1890-91 
may have been due to the increasing 
activity of the Carolina and Florida 
phosphate mines in the same _ period. 

The Thomas Slag.—The Thomas 
Slag has thus far defied my efforts to 
reach a satisfactory conclusion as to 
the extent of its agricultural use. 








Hasenclever calculated the produc- 
tion of this article for 1891 as follows:

While Rieman estimates the annual 
consumption of Thomas slag meal in 
Germany at 200,000 to 260,000 tons; 
Voss quotes it at over 300,000 tons; 
and other authorities at 450 tons, Re- 
cent commercial depression has re- 
duced the output of the steel works, 
and consequently of the Thomas slag. 

There is naturally great difference 
of opinion as to its agricultural value, 
although enormous quantities con- 
tinue to be directly employed on Ger- 
man fields, and, that too, without in- 
terfering with the ever increasing ap- 
plication of acidulated and otherwise 
manipulated phosphates. 

The report of the Internaticnal 
Agricultural and Forestry he ger 
in Vienna (1891) on the availability of 
the Thomas slag, shows that the ac- 
tion of the Thomas meal is dependent 
on the amount of *‘matiere noire’’ in 
the soil, which hastens the decompo- 
sition of the tetracalcium phosphate 
not only by its property of holding 
fast to moisture, but also by the in- 
fluence of its ulmic and humic acids. 
Under favorable agricultural condi- 
tions it is necessary to employ only 
fifty per cent. more of the active 
phosphoric acid contained in the 
meal than is commonly used of water 
soluble phosphoric acid, but where 


| the soil and conditions are not favor- 


able, it is necessary to use two or 
three times as much, At recent 
prices of phosphoric acid in Ger- 
many, viz., say, 2% to 3 cents per 
pound for the active acid in Thomas 
meal, and six cents per pound for 
water soluble, there does not appear 
to be 7 great profit in the use of 
the meal instead of acidulated phos 
phates,
